The Frederick Douglass Memorial
Home was formally dedicated at exercisesheld yesterday afternoon at

Cedar Hill, Anacostia, under auspices
of the trustees and advisory board of

the Frederick Douglass Memorial and
Historical Association and the NationalAssociation of Colored Women.
"Our Douglass," as the great coloredabolitionist and leader is affectionatelyknown among his people,

the ceremonies, a minute silent tributeto Frederick Douglass. As Mrs.
Talbert called for the "minute of silence"the assemblage quieted down
as if by magic.
Those on the outskirts, who had

been talking to each other, as crowds
will, seemed to feel the onrushing silence.as those nearer to the veranda
stood with bared heads, motionless.

Minute of Silence.
Swiftly the assemblage lapsed into

quiet: only from afar came the cries
of people in the streets. In memory
of the man now no more every tongue
was stilled. Looking, during the si-lence.one could see over Washington
as from a tower.see the same sights,
in the main, as those which once
greeted the eyes of Frederick Doug.lass.

tablet, by Mrs. Marion B. Wilkinson
of Orangeburg. S. C.
The ceremonies were brought to a

close with the singing of the national
negro hymn, "Lift Every Voice and
Sing." by James W. Johnson, assisted
by the assemblage.
The various tablets are the work of

Ulrie H. Ellerhusen or New York. The
three contributors' tablets perhaps
attracted the most attention from the
visitors yesterday. The light for freedomaqd human rights which Douglasswaged is told on the ilrst tablet.
On the second is shown the recogni-
tion lie received as thinker ami leaner
of his people. The third tablet containsa portrait in relief of Douglass.
